To many voters—especially 
independents, who hold the key 
to Illinois elections—Scott’s bid 
for more influence smacked of 
political greed. 

It was also accepted by some 
as an obvious effort to weaken 
Walker as part of the Scott 
strategy to be nominated and 
elected governor in 1976. 

Walker, who had been 
receiving a large share of the 
blame for the legislative 
failings, picked up some end-of- 
the session sympathy. 

To other students of Illinois 

lities, Scott also 
miscalculated by becoming 
involved in some peppery press 
conference exchanges with 
Walker. The governor is a 
master at press conference 
techniques, while Scott is

elevation of the Mississippi 
River. The sewer is 25 feet deep. 

The construction strike has 
been in progress for five and a 
half weeks. 

Compounding the problem, 
sewer breaks that were thought 
to have been fixed a few months 
ago at the alley near Jefferson 
and Washington streets ap- 
parently are breaking again. 

An emergency letter from 
Mayor Ebersoldt and the City 
Council went to every resident, 
asking people to place plugs in 
their sewer drains. During rai 
they are to refrain from using 
automatic washers and to use 
lavatory facilities as little as 
possible. 

The sewer line leads to the 
Lansdowne primary sewage 
treatment plant near East St. 
Louis for treatment prior to 
discharge into the Mississippi 
River. 

The total number of sewer 
breaks in Venice since the 
spring 1973 flooding is 16, with 
most of these developing during 
the past six to eight months. 

Veniée has spent ap- 
proximately $150,000 on repairs 
thus far, Engineers estimated, 
before the main sewer broke, 
that repairs on all breaks would 
run as high as $500,000. 

The city has received $125,000 
in federal flood disaster funds 
and city officials are hoping 
that additional grants will be 
made. 

Pumping operations ieescats a 
problem in periods of heavy 
rain because Venice sewers are 
combined units, carrying both 
sanitary sewage and storm- 
water. Heavy runoff of storm- 
water causes overloading of 
pumping capacity. 

New pumps ordered by the 
city have not arrived and Civil 
Defense Director Ben 
Honorable is attempting to 
borrow additional pumps from 
the Graniite City Army 
Installation.

Inquiries with Quad-City area 
major brand service stations 
reveal that most have met the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency’s deadline requiring 
that all stations pumping more 
than preene gallons of fuel 
annuaily sell unleaded gasoline 
by this month. The Missouri 
deadline was delayed for two 
months this week. 

The order was issued by the 
EPA as part of an effort to 
reduce air pollution. Unleaded 


gasoline is required on all new 


automobiles built after 1974

The two-month extension of 
the deadline has been granted to 
service stations in Missouri and 
some other states because a 
survey there showed 38 per cent 
of the stations lacked special 
hose. nézzles to fit the smaller 
gasoline tank inlets which 
future autos will have.

Judge Gingold believes 
the Illinois Juvenile Court 
Act of 1895 can provide the 
insight and motivation for 
strengthening i life. 
In the judge’s opinion, 
a strong home life is basic 
to keeping juveniles. out 
of trouble. 

The act states, ‘The 


spurpose of this act is to 


secure for each minor 
subject hereto such care 
and. guidance, preferably 
in-his own home, as will 
serve the moral, emotional, 
mental and physical 
welfare of the minor and 
the best interests of the 
community; to preserve 
and strengthen the minor's 
family ties whenever 
possible, removing him 
from the custody of his 
parents only when his 
welfare or safety or the 
protection of the public 
cannot be adequately 
safeguarded without 
removal. ...” 
“Knowing that 90 per- 
cent of juveniles are in 
trouble because of their 
home life, the basic 
question is, how can we 
strengthen home life?’ 
Judge Gingold said. 
We're trying to put a 
package together that can 
help the family,’’ the 
judge continue “We 
know that building a 
strong home life, becom- 
ing involved with other 
groups in the community, 
a strong school life and 
other normal interactions, 
such as church activities, 
are successful in dealing 
with juveniles in foster 
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homes., Knowing this, we 
should ask ourselves if 
we have done all we can to 
improve the natural 
nomicdge Gingold said the 

Judge Gingo! 
idea of helping juveniles 
in their natural homes 
“before they get to court” 
will require a “‘turnaround” 
on the part of most people, 
including teachers, police- 
men, youth service 
workers, _court-welfare 
workers, and parents. 

“Our whole criminal 
justice system leaves 
much to be desired,” he 
said. ‘‘Many teachers, 
policemen and persons in 
social welfare types of 
positions are what I call 
‘shuttlers’. They are ex- 
perts at shuttling a prob- 
lem case from one admin- 
istrator or one agency to 
another. We need to train 
teachers and case workers 
to be prepared and willing 
to handle each case as 
they come to it. We simply 
can’t afford for each per- 
son to work in his own 
little cubicle, shuttling off 
to someone else a family 
with a serious problem.” . 

According to Jim Stein, 
an SIUE faculty member 
at the DSYDC, the Uni- 
versity is conducting a 
national search for people 
with the best answers to 
these questions: 

“1—How can unmoti- 
vated parents be helped 
to do a better job? 

“2—How can families 
be helped who don’t want 
help? * 

“3—How can empathy 
{participation in another's 


feelings or ideas) be 
developed in teaching?” 
Stein said, “‘We no 


longer feel we can just 
serve those who want to 
be served. The big prob- 
lem is families who don’t 
want help.”” i 
Judge Gingold sug- 
gested the approach to 
families who don’t want 
help may have to come 


through a curriculum 
change in schools. “It’s 
going to involve pre- 


schoolers more, as well as 
a better school-police 
liaison program,” he pre- 
dicted. 

The judge also cited 
situations where families 
have problems they 
aren't aware of involving 
their children. ‘‘Many 
parents are so busy with 
their own lives, they have 
no idea what their children 
are doing,” he explained. 

Judge Gingold said he 
likes the approaches 
being used at the DSYDC.

Plan to test children 
here for lead poison 


A new attack on lead 
poisoning—a major preventable 
cause of brain damage and 
death among infants and 
children—will be launched 
today by the Illinois Association 
for Retarded Citizens when it 
initiates a lead-screening 
program in Moline. and Rock 
Island. This will be followed by 
similar projects in 20 other 
communities throughout 
Illinois, including Granite City. 

A. mobile prevention unit, 
which will be utilized in giving 
blood tests to Hlinois children 
was made possible by a grant to 
th€TARC from the Tllinois State 
Chapter, Knights of Columbus. 

The project will also be 
supported by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, 
which is providing technical 
assistance and medical 
equipment needed for the 
screening. 

Lead poisoning is one of the 
major cripplers of children and 
has been found in many 
children living in areas with 
housing over 20 years old—in 
upper and middle class areas as 
well as urban ghettos and rural 
poverty areas of the state, a 
spokesman gaid. 

The JARC, which has worked 
for 25 years to improve care and 
services for retarded citizens 
and adults, is now attempting to 
create a massive attack on

many of the 280 known causes of 
the disability. 

John P. Greene of Glenview, 
chairman of the IARC 
Prevention Committee, said 
lead poisoning will receive the 
group’s first point of attack. 

“Our efforts will in no way 
duplicate services presently 
existing in some communities to 
combat lead-poisoning, but 
rather will work to enhance 
these efforts through publicity, 
public education and actyal 
testing of children, leading to 
prevention of the damaging 
effects. 

The IARC will be working 
through its 90 local affiliates in 
the state to develop awareness 
of the dangers of lead-poisoning 
and assist ‘parents in having 
their children tested.

It 
has since altered this attitude, and 
the bulk. of whatever homes are 
being erected is gravitating toward 
such areas as Edwardsville, Collins- 
ville and even farther away ‘from 
the heart of the metropolitan region.

The Quad-Cities are not going to 
go the route of the castings division, 
but they are being hurt and their 
bright potential is being dimmed by 
the present state of affairs. 

With this background in mind, it 
is hard to see how anybody but 
lawyers can benefit from a protrac- 
ted legal fight over sites that already 
have been developed. 

Elected officials might better 
spend their time “expanding the 
pie’’ of Quad-City residential 
facilities, instead of forcing people 
in need of homes to look to distant 
comnaunities.

Scalding called essential to 
properly freeze vegetables 


By CATHERINE R. MAUCK 

Madison County Extension

‘There's a reason for scalding 
(blanching) home-frozen 
vegetables. Don’t omit that step 
and expect a high-quality frozen 
vegetable when you eat them 
next winter. 

Scalding vegetables before 
freezing inactivates enzymes 
which can cause changes in 
texture and flavor while the 
vegetables are in the freezer. 

These changes don’t occur 
overnight, nor are they 
noticeable after a couple weeks 
storage. But the changes will be 
evident by the time the 
vegetable has been stored 
several months. 

Enzymes are protein sub- 
stances present in foods in very 
small quantities. They can 
trigger changes such as those 
associated with ripening. 

The scalding process is 
simply heating the vegetables 
long enough to inactivate 
enzymes, but not long enough to 
cook the vegetables. 

Follow the freezing recom- 
mendations closely. Usually, 
you prepare the vegetable just 
as you would for table use. 
Clean the vegatable and, if 


necessary, cut into desired 
‘shapes and sizes. 

Then immerse it in a large 
quantitiy of rapidly boiling 
water, usually about a gallon of 
water for each pound of 
vegetable. 

Use a blanching kettle or else 
use a strainer or cheesecloth to 
hold the vegetable in the boiling 
water. Check directions 


carefully for the blanching time 


of specific vegetables. 

Typically, a vegetable cut 
into small pieces may require 
about three minutes in the 
boiling water. 

‘The cooling step immediately 
following scalding is especially 
important for high-quality 
frozen vegetables. Cool them as 
quickly as possible to prevent 
over-processing. 

Place: the vegetables in a 
large quantity of cold water, 
preferably with ice cubes ad- 
ded. Chill' until the vegetables 
feel cool to the touch, then drain 
well and package in air-tight 
containers. 


You will find directions in 
reliable freezing publications 


Two examples are chopped 
green peppers jand chopped 
onion. After freezing, they may 
be used in cooked dishes. If used 
in salads, they must be used 
immediately, preferably while 
still containing some ice 
crystals. 

Because of the high water 
content of these vegetables, 
they will soften rapidly upon 
thawing. :

State to aid hemophiliacs 


Nearly 200 of the estimated 
500 to 800 hemophiliacs in 
Illinois have registered with the 
state department of public 
health under a new program 
designed to help these chronic 
“bleeders’” meet the heavy 
financial burdens their 


the program for which $475,000 
was budgeted in the now-ending 
fiscal’ year, said he is “ex- 
tremely enthusiastic” about the 
response to date. Since it was 
first announced less than three 
months ago, he said, 173 
registrations have been 
received and the department is 
aware of many others which 
have been distributed by 
hospitals, clinics and blood 
centers to hemophiliac patients, 
but not yet returned by them to 
the program’s headquarters in 
Springfield. 

Hemophiliacs are persons 
whose inherited inability to clot 
blood leaves them vulnerable to 
serious complications or even 
death because of excessive, 
unstoppable bleeding from cuts 
or internal injuries which in 
other persons might not be 
particularly serious. The only 
known treatment at this time is 
so-called replacement therapy 
to supply the blood ingredients 
they lack. This is an expensive 
program which can run from 
$2,000 to $10,000 a year. 

There is no known cure for the 
disease, which is transmitted by 
women’ but appears only in 
men. 

Dr. Michael Werchle, 
assistant director of the public 
health department who is in 
charge of the new program, 
said recently the exact number 
of hemophiliacs in the state is 
unknown but that national 
statistics indicate there is 
roughly one “bleeder’ among 
each | 4,000 men in the 
population. 

Presently, public aid 
recipients have their treat- 
ments for hemophilia paid for 
by the department, in full, as do 
hemophiliacs whose income is 
only $2,000 to $3,000 above 
‘public aid income levels. Those 
with incomes above that are 
expected to make some 
payment into the program, with 
the actual amount based among 
other things on income. 

Moore said that persons 


enrolling before the start of the 
next fiscal year, on July 1, will 
be eligible to have their unpaid 
1974 medical bills for treatment 
paid retroactive to last Jan. 1. 

Families and patients seeking 
aid under the program must 
already have, exhausted all 
other avenues of financial 
assistance, Dr. Werchle said, 
such’ as group or private in- 
surance, or assistance which 
may be available to them from 
one or more of the nine state 
agencies which cover at least 
some aspects ‘of hemophilia. 
These would include Vocational 
Rehabilitation, Aid for Crippled 
Children, and others. 


Those electing to enroll in the 
program must enroll with a 
hemophiliac center where they 
will be required to visit at least 
once a year for consultation 
with a full panel of specialists in 
the disease. These experts will 
outline a specific course of 
treatment for the patient who 
will then be free to go to the 
physician of his choice to have 
the program carried out.

Comptroller George W. 
Lindberg on Tuesday an- 
nounced the implementation of 
a central accounting system for 
all of state government that he 
estimates will earn a $760,000 
yearly bonus for Illinois tax- 
«payers and place state spending 
ina fishbowl for public scrutiny. 

“I believe that Illinois is the 
first state in the nation to have a 
uniform centralized system for 
tracking and accounting for 
every tax dollar,” Lindberg 


said. 

“Our system includes the 
state’s 10 tax-supported 
universities,” Lindberg said, 
‘which I think makes it unique. 
I know of no other state where 
the day-to-day fiscal operations 
of government and higher 
education will be accounted for 
in the same system.” 

“Traditionally there have 
been some very dark corners in 
our state spending process. By 
collecting all the state’s 
spending information in a 
central location, we are going to 
be able to see into those dark 
corners,” Lindberg said. 

‘The new system, for example, 
includes an index to all the 
state’s professional services 
contracts and real estate leases 
and a comprehensive tracking 
of money paid’to private firms 
and individuals. There was no 
clear view of this spending area 
until the index became 
available earlier this year in 
advance of the new accounting 
system, Lindberg said. 

Lindberg praised the work of 
the 1970 Constitutional Con- 
vention, which produced a new 


organic law for Illinois and | 


the Comptroller's 
Office as the central location for 
fiscal information and control. 

The Comptroller's Uniform 
Statewide Accounting System 
(CUSAS) went into operation on 
Monday, July 1, following 14 
months of intensive effort by the 
Comptroller's staff and three 
private consulting firms. 

CUSAS will provide im- 
mediate access to state 
financial information on a daily 
basis, including both spending 
and planned _ spending 
(obligations) . 


The $760,000 bonus will result 
from the elimination of.“float’”’ 
money held in private banks in 
non-interest-bearing accounts 
to meet state university 
payrolls and make state income 
tax refunds. On July 1 the 
comptroller began writing 
payroll checks for 43,000 people 
employed at the 10 state 
universities. 

State university payrolls total 
$29.6 million monthly. The total 
includes the following in- 
stitutions: Chicago State 
University, Eastern Illinois 
University, Governors’ State 
University, Illinois State 
University, Northeastern 
Illinois University, Northern 
Illinois University, Sangamon 
State University, Southern 
Illinois University, the 
University of Illinois and 
Western Illinois University. 

Through June 30 the comp- 
troller had issued a check 
monthly to each institution to 
meet its payroll, money which 
was deposited in local banks. 
Each instituition then wrote its 
own payroll checks, 

University payroll money 
will no longer be placed in 
private banks, It will be 
retained in the state treasury 
until needed to cover payroll 
checks drawn against it by the 
comptroller. 

“By keeping this money in the 
treasury,” Lindberg said, ‘the 
taxpayers will benefit by at 
least "$600,000 each year in 
added interest earned through 
investments by the state 
treasurer,” 

As part of the centralization 
of the state’s financial ac- 
counting, the comptroller began 
writing state income tax refund 
checks in February, 1974. Since 
the income tax was instituted in 
August 1969, refund checks 
were written by the Department 
of Revenue, drawing upon state 
money held in a private bank 

“Keeping the income tax 
refund money in the state 
treasury will mean an added 
$160,000 in interest earned by 
the state treasurer,"’ Lindberg 
said. 

The new accounting system 
also will:

—Provide for the detailed 
pre-audit of all requests for 

payment of state funds. The 
Eomptroller is directed by law 
to stop improper use of tax 
monies. 

—Produce summaries of 
financial data on a statewide 
basis:

roles of brokers, attorneys 


An agreement between, at- 
torneys and real estate brokers, 
“The Lllinois Real Estate 
Broker-Lawyer Accord,” ‘went 
into effect in 1966 and is now 
regarded as a_ historic 
document. 

Based on the public interest, 
it complies with guidelines set 
down by the Illinois Supreme 
Court and is within the code of 
the realtors and the canons of 
the legal profession. 

Among other things, the 
Accord lists certain do’s and 
don'ts for both attorneys and 
brokers when handling real 
estate sales. They include the 
following: 

‘THE BROKER SHOULD: 

Bring the seller and buyer to 
agreement as to the sale and 
purchase of a given parcel of 
real estate; 

Complete the preliminary or 
earnest money contract which 
is customarily in use in the 
community where the broker 
does business; 

Add to or delete from the 
contract only factual 
statements and ~ business 
details, furnished by the 
principals therein, the addition 
or deletion of which is 
necessary to conform to the 
particular factual situation; 

Advise the parties that each 
should consult a lawyer of his 
choice before a contract is 
executed if it appears prior to 
the execution of the contract 
that there are unusual matters 
involved in the transaction 
which should be resolved; 

Recommend that both the 
seller and the buyer consult 
their respective lawyers as to 
all legal questions and for the 
preparation of all those 
documents which may be 
necessary ‘to implement and 
carry out the contract; 

Advise the parties that the 
contract is binding on them; 

Refer a buyer or seller to a 
lawyer if asked to do so by such 
buyer or seller, but in such case 
the broker should give the party 
the names of not less than three 
lawyers qualified to perform 
the legal services involved, 
without indicating any 
preference as to any one of the 
three. 

It is recommended that 
parties ‘not knowing a lawyer 
use their local “lawyer referral 
service.” 


THE’ BROKER SHOULD 
NOT: - * 


Attempt to dissuade such 
party from legal consultation; 
Minimize the value of the 
lawyer’s services, or par- 
ticipate or attempt to par- 
ticipate in the lawyer’s fees; 
Directly or indirectly employ 
a lawyer or pay for the services 
of a lawyer, to represent either 
the buyer or the seller; 
Advertise (where he is also a 
lawyer) that he can handle the 
complete details of a real estate 
transaction including 
preparation of documents other 
than the completion of the 
contract customarily used in 
the community, or that he can 


‘handle the transaction cheaper 


or better because he is also a 
lawyer; 

Act as a lawyer for either the 
buyer or the seller in the same = 
transaction in which he is acting 
or had acted as the broker. 

THE LAWYER SHOULD: 

Give all legal advice required 
by the parties in a real estate 
transaction; 


Prepare all the documents _ 


necessary to carry out the 
contract; 

Prepare the contract, if 
employed.so to do by the buyer, 
the seller or the broker. 

THE LAWYER SHOULD 
NOT: 

Minimize the value of the . 
broker's services, nor par- 
ticipate or attempt to par- 
ticipate in the broker’s com- 
missions; 

Give his opinion on the 
physical condition or the 
market value of the real estate 
irivolved in the transaction; 

Accept employment by or 
compensation from the broker 
to render services to either the 
buyer or the seller in the 
transaction, or to prepare any 
documents which the broker is 
not himself authorized to 
prepare; 

Represent more than one of 
the broker, buyer and seller, in 
the same transaction except in 
those communities where the 
applicable canons of ethics 
clearly permit representation of 
conflicting interests by a 
lawyer—after full and complete 
Gisclosure of the conflict of 
interest to the parties desiring 
such representation and upon 
the express consent of the 
parties; 


Advertise (where he holds a 
broker’s license) that he can 
handle a real estate transaction 
cheaper or better because he is 
a broker as well as a lawyer, 
nor may he act as a lawyer for 
the buyer and seller or either of 
them in the same transaction © 
where he is the broker, even 
though no charge be made for 
his service as a lawyer. 

Ifa consumer has a complaint 
about the way his attorney or 
broker is handling a real estate 
transaction, he may bring this 
to the attention of either party 
and ask them to contract the 
special eight-man committee of 
attorneys and brokers which 
has been set up to discuss such 
complaints.

mittee will deepen public 
distrust of its impeachment 
inquiry by hearing witnesses in 
secret, contends Rep. Robert 
McClory of Ilinois, a ranking 


after the committee had heard 
its first witness that a com- 
mittee vote of 23 to 15 to hear all 
witnesses in closed sessions was 
“very unfortunate.” 

“It gives the appearance of 
star chamber proceedings,” the 
13th District congressman said. 
“The people are sick and tired 
of operations in secret.”” 

Democrats voted against 
nearly’ solid Republican op- 
position to question witnesses 
behind closed doors. 

Except for the coming public 
debate and vote on President 
Nixon's possible impeachment, 
this means the committee will 
have conducted its entire six- 
month inquiry in executive 
session. 

McClory said the Democrats 
“tipped their hand” by a party- 
line vote on the issue of public 
testimony. 

“They're not interested in 
hearing public business 
publicly,” “he declared. “The 
president wanted to hold open 
hearings, but this rejects that 
opportunity, denies the prin- 
ciple of the right to know, and 
cuts off the public.”’ 

This move, plus “‘leaks’’ from 
the committee, will further 
arouse public suspicion, 
McClory believes. 

“There is no fair picture of 
what’s going on,” he said, 
adding that the President's side 
“has been a lot better than has 
appeared.” ‘ 

McClory said Chairman Pete: 
Rodino, a New Jersey 
Democrat, urged members in 
the committee’s closed session 
“to restrain themselves or not 
ask any questions at all of 
witnesses.” 

Rodino said this would be in 
the interest of accelerating the 
inquiry, according to McClory. 


The House rejected a bid by - 
committee Democrats to. 
restrict the -members’~ 
questioning of witnesses to- 
written form via committee 
counsel. 

McClory supported Rodino in 
asking for suspension of House 
rules on the right of members to 
question each witness_for at 
least five minutes. 

‘The first witness called by the 
committee was Alexander 
Butterfield, former assistant to 
President Nixon and the man 
who disclosed the existence of 
the Watergate tapes. 

McClory said, “‘We could 
have done without him.” 

“He was only an ad- 
ministrative officer in the White 
House.” : 

McClory surmised that later 
witnesses would be William 0. 
Bittman and Paul O’Brien, both 
requested by James D. St. 
Clair, the White House counsel. 

Bittman was attorney for E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. 

O’Brien was a lawyer for the 
Committee to Re-Elect the 
President. 

St. Clair hoped te€show by 
their testimony that President - 
Nixon was not involved in the. 
Watergate coverup, par-: 
ticularly payment of hush 
money to Hunt. ‘

The report shows that by the 
fall of 1972, the trend had 
reversed. Enrollments fell 1.1 
per cent (26,138 students) to 
2,347,521. In 1973, enrollments 
were down by another 1.5 per 
cent (35,724 students) to

Plan state workshops on 
ending schools’ sex bias 


Vague language vulnerable to 
conflicting and coun- 
terproductive interpretations 
and a few weak provisions could 
lead to the failure of new and 
potentially valuable federal 
guidelines to eliminate sex 
discrimination in schools, State 
School Superintendent Michael 
J. Bakalis has warned. 

He said during the weekend 
that he is creating a task force 
to study and recommend 
specific steps to end sex 
discrimination in Illinois 
schools. 

As one of its first assign- 
ments, the group will work with 
Bakalis on the new federal rules 
and make recommendations for 
strengthening them. The rules 
were issued by the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

HEW said it will accept 
recommendations for 
modification of the measures 
until mid-October. It is ex- 
pected the new regulations will 
become effective in January 
1975. 

Bakalis said, ‘I have found 
the proposed guidelines to rid 
our schools of sex 
discrimination noble in their 
intent and potentially valuable 
as a tool to erase longstanding 
injustice. 

“Yet the rules set forth by 
HEW to implement the 
Congressional amendments of 
1972 have flaws that may 
destroy their usefulness and 
render everyone's good in- 
tentions meaningless.” 

He outlined the following as 
being among the weaknesses of 
the guidelines: 

—Schools are not required to 
develop affirmative action 
plans—plans designed to show 
evidence of positive steps to 
eliminate sex discrimination— 


until formal charges are 
brought against them. 

—The guidelines do not ad- 
Gress the problem of sex bias 
and stereotyping in_ in- 
structional materials, 
especially textbooks; nor do 
they make recommendations 
for improvements in the area of 
curriculum, which can 
manifest sex role stereotyping. 

—The provisions that deal 
with the problem of unequal 
access to school-supported 
athletic programs by girls is 
vague and likely to be in- 
terpreted in a manner that will 
make them ineffective. 

More particularly, he said, 
denying the use of financial 
expenditures on boys’ athletic 
programs as a standard of 
measurement for what should 
be offered to girls (either in 
identical or alternate sports 
programs) and to what extent, 
cripples the provision. 

—The rules should have given 
state education agencies a role 
in implementing the guidelines, 
since states are responsible for 
overseeing nearly all programs 
of federal financial assistance 
to local schools. States could 
become impartial observers of 
enforcement activities and 
assist in hearing and settling 
disputes which arise over the 
rules, he sai 

Bakalis is pleased that 
federal officials have taken ‘‘an 
honest step toward eliminating 
the injustices of sex 
discrimination to students, 
teachers and administrators 
alike’’—but feels they need to do 
more work. 

In the event that he is not 
satisfied the federal guidelines 
have been sufficiently improved 
in the areas outlined, Bakalis 
said, he, will establish 
regulations at the state level “to 


supplement the federal effort 
where it appears deficient.” 

He noted that Illinois already 
has taken steps to reduce sex 
discrimination in education. 
Among these, he said, is the 
incorporation into his office’s 
standards for evaluation of 
schools, language from the 1970 
state .constitution which bans 
sex discrimination. 

He plans to ask the task force 
to develop plans for workshops 
his office will conduct around 
the state to assist school ad- 
ministrators and teachers to 
understand technical aspects of 
the new regulations. The 
workshops will also offer to aid 
local level officials in im- 
plementing the regulations. 

The task force will be made 
up of 18 persons from various 
age groups and occupational 
and educational backgrounds. 
They will represent students, 
women’s right organizations, 
educational associations, school 
boards, administrators, 
teachers, parents and the state 
legislature.
